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Meals  on  Wheels  Reserve  Soon 
Comes  to  OMI  for  Camp  Mather

Starting  May  1,  Meals  on 
Wheels,  Inc.  of  San  Francisco 
will  begin  delivering  meals  at  a 
small  cost  five  days  a  week  to 
homebound  persons  in  the  OMI 
area.  The  OMI  Ecumenical 
Parish  is  sponsoring  this  service, 
and  Ingleside  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Ocean  and  Granada 
has  volunteered  the  use  of  their 
facilities  for  the  preparation  of 
the  meals.  Volunteers  will  be 
needed  at  the  church  to  assemble 
the  meals  and  also  to  deliver 
them.  There  is  also  a  need  to 
ensure  that  those  who  are  eligible 
are  made  aware  of  this  service. 

What  is  Meals  on  Wheels? 

Meals  on  Wheels,  Inc.  of  San 
Francisco  ^is  a  non-profit,  tax- 
exempt  corporation  supported  by 
a  number  of  interested  groups 
and  individuals.  It  was  organized 
in  1970  to  serve  homebound 
persons.  There  are  5  centers  now 
operating  —  Downtown,  Sunset, 
Richmond,  Cathedral  Hill  and 
Mission. 

Meals  on  Wheels,  working 
through  volunteers,  supplies  pre¬ 
cooked  and  individually  pack¬ 
aged  food.  A  day’s  nutrition  con¬ 
sisting  of  an  entree  with  dessert 
for  the  principal  meal,  a  sand¬ 
wich  with  fruit  for  a  second  meal 
and  either  milk  and  cereal  or 
juice  and  pastry  for  breakfast 
will  be  delivered  to  each  client 
between  approximately  11  a.m. 
and  lp.m.  The  cost  for  each  day’s 
meal  is  only  $1.75. 

It  is  the  intention  to  cover  the 
expanded  area  of  OMI-CA  which 
includes  Parkmerced  and  Stones- 
town  apartments.  It  is  possible 
that  closely  adjoining  areas  may 
also  be  served. 

Who  is  Eligible? 

The  basic  requirement  is  that 
you  be  homebound.  If  you  are 
unable  to  get  out  regularly  for 
meals  and  shopping  or  if  for  any 
reason  you  are  unable  to  prepare 
meals  in  your  home  then  you  are 
probably  eligible.  Also,  if  you  are 
temporarily  confined  due  to

These  reser¬ 
vations  are  on  a  first-come,  first- 
served  basis  so  don't  delay!

Camp  Mather  last  year  were 
Marie  and  Cornelius  Gatewood  of 
Jules  Street,  who  drove  up  with 
their  children;  and  Marie  Louise 
Stone,  of  Montana  Street  who 
went  by  Greyhound  with  her  two 
daughters.  The  Gatewoods  took 
Highway  50  to  Manteca  and 
Highway  120  straight  into  the 
camp.  They  made  a  relaxed  trip 
with  a  number  of  stops  and  got 
there  in  under  six  hours.  The 
Greyhound  bus,  which  is  a  camp 
special  making  a  number  of 
stops,  takes  about  the  same 
length  of  time.

Under  cer¬ 
tain  conditions  meals  may  be 
ordered  for  only  specific  days 
each  week  if  this  is  what  is 
needed.

Volunteers  Needed 
Volunteers  are  needed  to  help 
in  preparation  of  the  meals  and  to 
deliver  them.  Normally,  a  volun¬ 
teer  agrees  to  donate  2  hours  one 
day  a  week,  although  anyone  able 
to  give  more  time  would  be  most 
welcome.  Volunteers  are  asked  to 
work  from  10  a.m.  to  noon  or 
from  11  a.m.  to  1  p.m. 

If  you  can  help,  call  Meals  on 
Wheels  at  864-6470.  Volunteers  in 
the  other  centers  say  that  the 
rewards  of  being  of  service 
amply  compensate  for  the  small 
amount  of  time  required. 

Meals  Also  Served  at 
Ingleside  Pres. 

For  senior  citizens  who  are  not 
homebound,  Ingleside  Presby¬ 
terian  operates  its  own  program 
where  hot  meals  are  served  at  the 
church  Monday  through  Thurs¬ 
day  at  noon  at  a  cost  of  only  $.50.

Center  there  every  Friday.  For 
more  information,  please  contact 
Mrs.  Rheba  Hightower  at  Ingle¬ 
side  Presbyterian  Church.

Sloat  Parents  Want  Early 
Childhood  Education 

For  two  years,  the  parents  of  Commodore  Sloat  School  have  been 
trying  to  get  Wilson  Riles’  Early  Childhood  Education  program  (Ed. 
Code  Section  6445.5)  implemented  at  our  school. 

Briefly,  this  Early  Childhood  Education  (ECE)  program  is  based  on 
the  philosophy  that: 

1.  The  first  eight  years  of  life  are  the  most  important  period  in 
determining  the  future  effectiveness  of  all  of  our  citizens. 

2.  Public  schools  should  provide  equal  education  opportunities  for 
all  children. 

3.  School  should  be  a  happy,  safe  and  secure  place  —  a  stimulating 
environment  in  which  children  can  make  continuous  progress, 
that  they  will  want  to  learn  and  can  achieve  success. 

It  states  that  each  child  is  unique  and  has  individual  needs  which 
should  be  identified  and  met.  The  funding  for  this  program  provides 
teachers  with  extra  help  in  the  classroom  so  that  they  can  better  meet 
each  child’s  needs.  The  law  states  that  the  adult-child  ratio  must  be 
one  to  ten. 

To  apply  for  ECE  funds,  a  school  must  have  a  100  percent 
commitment  from  its  faculty  to  implement  this  philosophy  of 
education.  At  Commodore  Sloat  School,  we  do  not  have  this  100  percent 
commitment  and,  therefore,  have  been  denied  the  opportunity  to 
apply  for  the  ECE  funds  that  would  help  all  of  our  children. 

The  Commodore  Sloat  School  Parents’  Club  Education  Committee  is 
now  proposing  that  our  parents  petition  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Education  to  allow  our  school  to  become  an  ECE  school  (Ed.  Code 
Sect.  6445.5)  with  grades  kindergarten  through  four  for  1974-75,  with  a 
goal  of  kindergarten  through  six  by  1976-77.  This  process  would  begin 
with  administrative.and  teaching  staff  selection,  using  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  procedures. 

If  you  are  presently  a  parent  at  Commodore  Sloat,  or  will  be  one 
next  year,  and  want  your  child  to  attend  a  school  which  embodies  the 
philosophy  and  policies  of  Wilson  Riles’  ECE  program,  please  sign  the 
petition  below.

Board  Briefs 

By  Genevieve  Jefferson,  Secretary  OMI-CA  Board  of  Directors 

Instead  of  the  usual  mid-month  Board  meeting  in  February,  a  full 
day  was  devoted  to  an  orientation  workshop  at  Cameron  House. 
The  purpose  was  to  consider  how  to  do  the  job  better  in  establishing 
policy  for  the  OMI-CA  and  how  to  get  the  community  more  involved 
in  the  work  of  the  Association. 

In  early  March  the  Board  met  with  representatives  of  the  W.H.W. 
Construction  Company,  who  are  interested  in  working  with  the  Doric 
Construction  Company  in  the  development  of  Homewood  Terrace.  The 
W.H.W.  firm  has  volunteered  to  set  up  a  hiring  program  to  use 
qualified  OMI  residents  if  they  are  able  to  participate  in  the  sub¬ 
contracting  on  this  project.  After  hearing  representatives  of  the 
Company,  the  Board  took  this  action: 

“Whereas  the  OMI-CA  has  gone  on  record  as 
supporting  employment  of  OMI  residents,  now,  there¬ 
fore,  we  endorse  the  efforts  of  companies  such  as 
W.H.W.  to  participate  in  the  development  of 
Homewood  Terrace.” 

The  Board,  at  this  meeting,  also  heard  a  report  from  Lawrence 
Thibeaux,  interim  Chairman  of  the  Education  Committee,  who  is 
gathering  information  on  apprenticeship  training  and  other  develop¬ 
mental  and  placement  opportunities  for  OMI  residents. 

Each  Board  meeting  brings  out  the  need  for  someone  to  work  part 
time  in  the  OMI  office  since  we  are  operating  without  paid  staff. 
Although  there  is  partial  coverage  at  present,  the  real  need  is  for 
someone  able  to  do  typing.  Some  place  in  the  OMI  area  there  must  be  a 
retired  secretary  or  stenographer  able  to  give  one  afternoon  a  week  to 
getting  out  letters  to  public  officials  and  others  and  to  cut  a  stencil. 

The  one  vacant  position  on  the  Board  has  been  filled.  Captain  David 
Sholin  of  the  Salvation  Army  on  Broad  Street  has  accepted  the 
appointment. 

Lawrence  Thibeaux  has  been  appointed  as  interim  OMI-CA 
Education  Committee  Chairperson  to  replace  Lorene  Arvie  who  has 
resigned.  She  also  resigned  her  position  as  head  of  the  OMI-CA 
Community  Education  sub-committee.  Mrs.  Arvie’s  resignation  was 
accepted  with  regret.  She  will  continue  to  serve  Zone  V  in  the 
Community  Education  program. 

Dialogue 

With  Assemblyman  Leo  McCarthy 

This  year  California  voters  will  have  an  opportunity  to  know  just 
about  everything  they  want  to  know-about  a  candidate’s  finances,  both 
personal  and  campaign. 

Candidates  for  public  office  in  1974  will  be  operating  under  some 
strict  new  laws  enacted  by  the  State  Legislature  last  year. 

These  include  filing  a  detailed  statement  about  personal  financial 
assets,  which  must  be  updated  for  each  election.  The  statement  must 
include  the  identity  of  each  investment  or  real  property  with  a  fair 
market  value  of  each  investment  or  real  property  with  a  fair  market 
value  of  more  than  $1,000,  if  it  is  located  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  office, 
or  could  be  affected  by  any  official  act  taken  by  the  officeholder.  This 
applies  to  statewide  officeholders,  legislators,  county  supervisors,  city 
councilmen  and  mayors,  and  candidates  for  these  office.  They  will 
also  report  the  source  of  any  income  or  gift  of  more  than  $250. 

As  for  campaign  financing,  contributions  of  $100  or  more  must  be 
reported  in  detail.  This  includes  any  campaign  funds  raised  in 
off -election  years.  The  minimum  amount  which  had  to  be  reported 
under  the  old  law  was  anything  over  $500. 

Candidates  cannot  accept  anonymous  contributions  totaling  more 
than  $100.  If  more  than  $100  is  received  anonymously,  it  must  be 
turned  over  to  the  State’s  General  Fund.  No  cash  contribution  can 
exceed  $500.  Cashiers’  checks  which  do  not  name  the  donor  are  not 
acceptable.

He  is  of  a  semi-barbaric  race  whose  contribution  to  the  world  is  of 
music  has  been  to  caulk  a  leather  bladder  with  pitch  and  to  march 
about  the  countryside  bare-shanked  creating  unearthly  sounds  by 
blowing  upon  this  devilish  invention.  Its  contribution  to  world  cuisine 
is  of  even  more  dubious  character:  a  piece  of  entrails  stuffed  with 
chopped  heart,  lungs,  liver,  suet  and  oatmeal,  which  is  boiled  and 
served  to  the  ecstatic  guest,  who  washes  it  down  with  copious 
quantities  of  whiskey.  Small  wonder  that  I  plan  to  challenge  this  churl 
to  a  duel;  my  weapon  —  biscuits!  Now,  this  may  surprise  you,  but  my 
antogonist  prides  his  bread-baking  next  to  his  humor  and  I 
begrudgingly  give  him  credit  for  the  former.  So,  while  he  is  hard  at 
work  preparing  his  fluffy  armory,  I  shall  have  my  wife  prepare  her 
specialty  —  drop  biscuits,  made  from  an  old  family  recipe.  This 
creation  has  been  known  to  withstand  the  ravages  of  hot  lava,  has  been 
considered  as  a  building  material  and  has  even  been  entertained  by 
deBeers  for  pulverizing  diamonds.  While  my  opponent  hurls 
marshmallows,  I  shall  be  returning  lethal  missiles.  Vengeance  is 
mine! 

While  I  chide  others,  I  find  that  I,  too,  have  “blotted  my  copy  book.” 
Zone  V  and  VI  recently  held  the  first  of  a  series  of  multi-ethnic  cookery 
and  crafts  workshops.  The  program,  coordinated  by  Lorene  Arvie  and 
Lois  Kincy,  provided  samples  of  all  sorts  of  Black  American  cooking 
and  offered  a  cookbook  on  the  same  subject.  Copies  are  still  available 
at  the  Zone  offices  at  205  Granada  Avenue. 

My  apologies  to  the  ladies  for  missing  the  event  and  to  my  taste  buds 
for  the  oversight.  I  heard  that  the  jubilant  guests  left  only  half  a  yam 
pie  and  voted  Lorene  Arvie’s  Jambalaya  their  favorite  dish.  Before  I 
give  you  her  recipe,  here  is  a  truism  from  Zone  V  and  Vi’s  “Black 
American  Cookery”  book  that  applies  to  all  good  cooks:  “Soul  food 
was,  up  to  now,  cooking  without  recipes  (since)  any  fool  would  know 
how  to  cook  that !  ’  ’  But  for  those  in  uncharted  waters,  the  quantities  in 
the  following  recipe  are  my  suggestions.  A  word  of  caution  on  the  hot 
sausages:  I  was  recently  on  a  4:00  a.m.  strike  line  and  some 
benevolent  soul  brought  in  chili  with  Louisiana  hot  sausage.  I  want  to 
tell  you  that  heating  that  dish  was  a  sinful  waste  of  energy ;  however,  it 
served  a  purpose,  for  no  one  in  his  right  mind  would  cross  that  line 
with  everyone  hopping  and  jumping  about! 

LORENE  ARVIE’S  JAMBALAYA 
"The  way  Mother  made  it  in  Arkansas” 

Throw  into  a  pot: 

Whole  kernel  corn  (2  med.  cans) 

Whole  canned  tomatoes  (2  no.  2‘2  cans) 

Sliced  okra  ( >a  lb.) 

Shrimp  (:,4  lb.  peeled  and  deveined) 

Hot  Louisiana  sausage  (:,4  to  1  lb.)  sliced 
'■>  tsp.  salt. 

Bring  to  boil,  simmer  30  minutes.  Serve  over  hot  rice.  Onion,  garlic 
and  green  pepper  are  added  in  other  Jambalaya  versions,  but  when 
you  are  on  cooking  voyages  of  discovery,  alter  ingredients  as  your 
wisdom  and  taste  dictate. 


CAMP  MATHER  .  . . 
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around  the  campfire  each  even¬ 
ing;  “car  pool”  trips  to  Yosemite 
and  to  Hetch  Hetchy  Dam.  For  an 
extra  fee  you  can  ride  a  horse 
(with  donkeys  provided  for  the 
smaller  children),  or  take  part  in 
the  “breakfast  ride”  that  cli¬ 
maxes  with  food  cooked  over  a 
campfire. 

Some  cabins  are  near  the 
cafeteria;  others  are  near  the 
lake.  Bedsteads  with  mattresses 
are  furnished.  You  may  bring 
your  own  sheets  and  blankets 
(nights  can  be  quite  chilly), or,  as 
many  people  prefer,  bring  sleep¬ 
ing  bags  and  lay  them  on  the 
mattresses.  Although  it’s  a  dor¬ 
mitory  arrangement,  there  are 
curtains  which  can  be  drawn 
around  each  bed  or  group  of  beds 
to  provide  some  privacy.  You 
should  also  bring  towels,  soap, 
etc. 

There  are  bathhouses  fairly 
near  all  the  cabins.  No  washing 
machines  are  available  —  and 
clothes  do  get  pretty  dirty;  but 
there  are  large  sinks  available 
for  hand-washing.  There  is  also  a 
swimming  pool,  as  well  as  the 
lake  which  is  quite  deep  at  some 
places;  there  is  also  a  shallow 
lagoon  which  is  pleasant  for 
small  children. 

A  small  store  is  open  part  of  the 
day,  where  for  reasonable  prices 
you  can  buy  such  items  as  snacks 
(but  Marie  Louise  thinks  it’s  a 
shame  to  spoin  your  appetite 
when  the  meals  are  so  good); 
water  toys  for  the  children; 
mosquito  repellent. 

There  is  no  doctor  at  hand;  but 
there  is  a  First  Aid  station  with  a 
medic,  a  San  Francisco  employee 
who  spends  his  summers  at  the 
camp  and  is  available  24  hours  a 
day. 

The  registration  fee  is  $2.00  for 
each  adult,  and  fifty  cents  for 
each  child.  Cost  of  seven  days’ 
room  and  board  (and  no  cooking 
or  dish-washing!),  is:  Adults  — 
$11.00  per  day;  Children  10  to  17 
—  $7.00  per  day ;  Children  2  to  9  — 
$4.50  per  day;  Under  2  —  no 
charge.

POINTERS  ON 
TREE  CARE 


By  MYRON  ZIMMERMAN 

For  TLC  (tender  loving  care) 
of  sidewalk  trees  that  have  been 
in  about  a  year,  use:  l-z  cup  of 
general  purpose  fertilizer  and  1 
cup  for  those  planted  over  a  year. 
Punch  holes  around  the  trunk  in  a 
circle  about  3  inches  apart  and  4 
inches  deep.  Place  1  teaspoon  of 
fertilizer  in  each  hole.  Take  the 
nozzle  off  the  hose  and  slowly  let 
it  trickle  into  the  holes. 

Pruning  encourages  growth, 
shapes  the  tree  and  builds  a 
stronger  trunk  to  withstand  winds 
and  kids.  Gradually  take  off 
lower  branches  as  new  growth 
develops  on  top;  prune  up  to  8 
feet  for  car  visibility.  Bring  the 
trunk  up  straight  by  way  of 
stakes  and  tie  with  rubber  —  not 
wire,  which  cuts  the  trunk. 

If  you  have  a  particular 
problem  with  your  tree(s)  call 
the  OMI-CA  office  (584-8188)  for 
advice. 


PLANS  APPROVED 

The  173  unit  condominium 
project  for  the  Homewood 
Terrace  site  was  enthusiastically 
approved  by  the  San  Francisco 
Planning  Commission  at  its 
March  7  meeting. 

While  there  have  been  some 
reservations  regarding  this  de¬ 
velopment,  primarily  concerning 
the  inevitable  increase  in  traffic 
on  Ocean  Avenue,  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  groups  at  the  meeting  were 
in  accord  with  the  commissioners 
who  praised  the  plans. 

Several  previous  development 
plans  for  Homewood  Terrace 
have  fallen  through  in  recent 
years;  Doric  Development  Corp. 
is  confident  though  that  they  will 
succeed  where  others  have  failed, 
and  construction  is  scheduled  to 
begin  this  summer.
